EIGHTY-FIVE YEARS OF PROGRESS 
IGHTY-FIVE YEARS have elapsed since my 


father started our nursery in Faribault and dur- 
ing this time many changes have taken place. 


Growing windbreak stock and hardy fruits for 
this northern territory was his first concern, but by 
1896 he also became interested in Peonies and pur- 
chased all of the best varieties then grown and made 
a large planting. 


In the fall of 1899 Peony seed from this bed were 
gathered and planted and thus was developed our 
first seedling bed. 


As this bed came into bloom we selected from 
the thousands of plants a number that especially attracted us for further trial. 


As is usual in choosing varieties to name, we made many mistakes and selected 
and named many varieties which we have long since discarded. But our Peony 
friends may be interested in knowing that such kinds as Richard Carvel, Frances 
Willard, Mary Brand, Chestine Gowdy, Longfellow, and Martha Bulloch, which 
have now become standard varieties, originated in this bed. 


From our later seedling beds we have produced many other fine varieties and a 
number have been awarded medals from National Peony Shows for their outstand- 


ing merit. The list of varieties and a few of our many medals are shown below.

HANSINA BRAND AGAIN WINS GRAND PRIZE 


“T came, I saw, I was conquered—thrilled. A mere bystander 
this time I stood on the fringe of the crowd that gathered about 
the twenty-one judges who were picking the 1934 Grand Prize 
Peony, and with almost as much inner emotion as when in 1932 
I saw my own SOLANGE shifted to the center of the stage, I 
watched the elimination process. I saw them pick up those two 
wonderful blooms of La Lorraine, and oh, what a flower! I join- 
ed them in my keen admiration as sheer merit and appealing 
purity forced them to recognize the marvelous beauty and glori- 
ous formation of the new and coming MRS. J. V. EDLUND. 
I admired with them many other startling blooms produced this 
year under such baffling weather conditions. But the queen could 
not be denied her glory for with all that grace and charm that 
last year gave her the crown at the Chicago World’s Fair, there 
she stood, a perfect flower, beautiful as a dream, strong and 
sturdy, perfectly formed and fresh as the morning, and not a 
word of protest was heard when the ballots were counted and be- 
fore the official announcement, the whispered word swept over 


the crowd—HANSINA BRAND. 


“Mrs. A. S. GOWEN, president of the Minnesota Garden 
Flower Society, grower of the bloom, modestly received the 
shower of congratulations that she so worthily deserved, but no 
lessening of the praise due here was in the minds of the most 
thoughtful as they turned from congratulating the grower to 
give equal admiration and thanks to the retiring and modest man 
who stood on the outside of the crowd, the originator of HAN- 
SINA BRAND, Mr. A. M. Brand, veteran breeder and grower 
of Faribault, Minnesota. 


“No wonder, then, that this magnificent flower has been 
twice crowned queen of the National Peony Show and that many 
of us have resolved that at any price this great flower shall bloom 
in our own gardens. 


“I congratulate you. Mrs. A. S. Gowen. I congratulate you, 
Mr. A. M. Brand.

If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 
off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before 
planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. 
Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 1!4 feet deep. Place 
the Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the division erect 
in the center of the hole, with one hand, with the other draw in 
the soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes 
show. Give the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance 
of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each 
week until August Ist. By keeping the soil loose during the first 
growing season, there should be no loss. 


Questions Our Customers Often Ash. 
We Have Jnied te Give brief Answers 
1. When Will Brand Peony Roots Bloom? 


Brand Divisions will produce blooms this spring if roots are planted 
early. If planted in the fall, they should bloom the following spring. 


2. Why Do Some Plants Fail to Bloom? 


A. They may be planted too deep. If they are planted too deep, the 
buds turn brown and do not mature. Your plant will produce many 
stems that are thin and weak. 

B. You may not be cultivating them thoroughly. Plants should be 
cultivated each week from the time the red shoots appear above ground 
in the spring until after the blooming season. Then they should be 
cultivated several times before the first of September. 

C. They may be planted where they receive too much shade. Peonies 
should be planted in the open where they get sunshine at least half 
the day. 

D. They may be near large trees and shrubs which deprive them of 
sufhcient nourishment. 

E. You may be dividing your plants too often or digging into them 
to divide with a neighbor, a bad practice. 


3. How Deep Should They Be Planted to Give 


Best Results? 


The buds on the crown of the plant should be two inches below the 
surface of the soil. In setting the root, be sure the soil in the bottom 
of the hole has been well tamped down so the plant will not sink below 
this level. 


4. When Should the Tops Be Cut Off? 


Cut the foliage from your plants between August 15th and September 
15th. Then remove these stalks and burn them. 


5. How Often Should Peonies Be Fertilized? 


Use well-rotted manure once in 3 years around your plants. Place 
this on in the fall. 


6. What Harm Do Ants Do? 


None. They are after the sweet juice on the buds. A spray with 
water will remove this juice. 
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from an inch to an inch and a half wide, of creamy yellow petals. 
This gives the flower a very striking appearance. This is a charm- 
ing Peony making a fine garden variety as well as a striking show 
flower.

Helaful HAtints for Growing Lilacs 


CONTROL OF PESTS 

PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the 
only enemies of the Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray 
either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use liquid lime-sulphur in 
preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or if the 
oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In 
using the oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out 
before putting in the oil, Lime-sulphur spray should be applied 
just as the buds are beginning to show green, while the oil spray 
should be used just before the buds show any green. 


The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes 
are kept well cultivated and growing, there is but little borer 
trouble. Where the borer is at work, he may be taken and killed 
by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it around to 


accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the 
furrow of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; 
then plug up the entrance with putty or gum. Don’t wait until 
this destructive worm has destroyed a part of your Lilac bush. 


Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year: “Why do 
my Lilacs fail to bloom?’’ 

It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. There are a 
number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We cannot tell which special 
reason is applicable in each individual case. We are giving a number of causes 
in spi catalog and leaving you to decide which of these fit your individual 
problem. 

We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are loaded with 
flowers each year and if your plants are not giving satisfactory bloom, some 
one of the following causes must be responsible. 

1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made 
your planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the 
vitality of the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this 
bundle is often opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they 
are laid out in the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the 
planting goes on. The plants grow but they received a setback from this ex- 


posure of the roots and it often takes two or three years to overcome this 
mistreatment, 

2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may 


have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry 
dirt may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the 
plant as to check its right growth for several years. 

3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to 
rob it of much of its vitality. 

4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. 
heavy soil but not a wet acid soil. 

5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that 
such growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy 
branches from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have 
reached a point where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. 
If your plants are making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots 
with no bloom, go through your plants about the middle of June and trim out 
about one-half of the new Braet back to the old wood. This will have a 
tendency to cause blooming buds to set on the balance of the new growth for 
the next year. If your bushes have a great many branches from the ground 
and many short top branches go through your plants in March in the north 
or earlier in the South (before the sap starts) and cut out about one-half of 
the old branches to the ground. This will cause a new growth which no doubt 
will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 

Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not 
blooming. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than 
we. We have no further information to offer.

Directions for Planting Lilacs 
or Other Shrubs 


1. When your package arrives, stand it in water overnight without 
unwrapping the bale. 


2. Before you open your package, dig the holes large enough to 
take the Lilac roots without crowding. Fill each hole with a pail of 
water and allow it to seep away. 


3. Do not spread out your plants and let them lie on the ground 
while you are planting. 


4. Take one Lilac from your package at a time and work the soil 
carefully about the roots until the hole is half full. Then tamp the soil 
about the roots unusually hard. Pour in a pail of water and go on to 
the next plant and treat it in the same manner. 


5. When you have completed your planting, come back to the first 
one and fill the hole with soil and tamp it down also. Then place some 
loose mellow soil over the top of the ground. 


6. Keep your plants well cultivated the first year so they will become 
well established. 


7. If the planting is made in the fall, place a coarse mulch about the 
plants the first winter to keep the ground from heaving. 


8. If your ground will grow a good garden, it will also grow a good 
Lilac. If your soil is poor, you could place some well rotted cow manure, 
if same is obtainable, in the bottom of the hole before you make your 
planting but this should be tamped down tightly with some good garden 
soil on top before the root is placed in the hole. 


9. If you use a commercial fertilizer, dig a trench about your plant 
early in the spring about a foot away from the main stem. Cover this 
with soil and the rain will wash this fertilizer equally about the roots. 


10. Be sure to keep your plants well watered during dry weather. 
Watch them from the time you make your planting until they have 
become thoroughly established. 


If you follow the above directions, you should succeed with every 
one of our plants.

In good soil the Persian Lilac attains a height of about 12 feet 
and a spread of the same. In poorer soils it grows from 8 to 10 
feet. 

By careful trimming it can be kept down to from 6 to 7 feet 
and still bloom well. 

The Persian Lilac grown as a hedge also makes a wonderful 
windbreak for city lots in the colder, windier sections of the 
country. It will make the growing of the more tender perennials 
and shrubs much easier and moves the possibility of growing 
such things from 100 to 200 miles further north than they other- 
wise coguld be grown. 

We have often been asked to explain the difference between 
the French and the so-called Persian. The Persian is somewhat 
later in blooming. The branches are willowy and not stiff like 
the French. The foliage is smaller and more dense. The plant 
blooms from the ground up. 

For a number of years we were able to supply the Persian in 
both light and deep pink.

Dig a hole so deep that the root extends 
straight down its full length with its top 
two inches below the surface. With the 
root in place, fill the soil about it until the 
hole is one-half full, pack the soil solid about 
the root and then fill the hole full of water 
and let seep entirely away. Then fill hole 
level full, of soil and leave some loose pulver- 
ized soil on top. Be sure to put 2 to 3 inches 
of straw, hay, or peat mulch over the top of 
ae. : the plants after ground freezes.

Roses will grow in many kinds of soil, but for best results 
a rich soil is desirable. There is no better fertilizer than 
well-rotted cow manure. Work this fertilizer into the Rose 
bed early in the spring. If commercial fertilizer has to be 
used, a proper amount of Vigoro or any good potato fer- 
tilizer will prove beneficial. Cultivate frequently. 


Water heavily at intervals and use lawn clippings in dry 
weather to hold moisture. Keep your plants healthy by using 
a good Rose Dust recommended by your seed store. 


For winter protection bank soil into the bush among the 
branches for at least a foot. Early in the spring remove 
this soil and cut plants back to within 6 inches of the ground.

HAfaw to Plant a Tnee or Shrub 
THIS ALSO APPLIES TO LILACS 


There is altogether too much loss experienced in the planting 
of nursery stock. The most of this loss is due to improper plant: 
ing methods. If these directions are followed closely, there 
should be very, very little loss. 

First dig a hole large enough and deep enough so that the 
roots of the tree or shrub can extend in all directions in their 
natural shape without twisting or bending, and deep enough so 
that the plant will be at least 2 inches deeper when planted than 
it stood in the nursery row. In case of a Lilac it may be 4 to 6 
inches deeper without injury to the plant. Now sift in moist 
pulverized dirt among the roots, working it carefully in so that 
no openings are left about the roots. Continue this until the 
roots are all covered with moist dirt and the hole is at least two- 
thirds full. Now here comes the important point in planting. Get 
right in the hole about the plant and tramp the dirt solid about 
the roots with your full weight on the heel of the shoe. Tramp 
the dirt down until it is perfectly solid; then fill the hole with 
water and let it seep entirely away. Then draw in moist pulver- 
ized dirt until the hole is full and tamp this down gently. Then 
keep the top soil about the plant cultivated at least once a week 
through the growing season.
